Figures Answer Question As To 
Relief Administration 


Perhaps circumstances will help answer the question: 


“Should relief be administered by the counties or by the 
state?” 

The burden was tossed to the counties July 1 because the 
state legislature had failed to appropriate funds for the con- 
tinvance of the State Relief Administration (SRA). 

At that time, 1,150 residents of this county were on the 
SRA rolls. A month later, only 333 persons Were on what was 


formerly the SRA list. A statement from San Bernardino ex- 
plains it this way: 

“Hundreds of the elients formerly carried on the SRA 
could not qualify for county relief, principally because of the 
state law requiring three years of independent—self-support- 
ing—residence. Others with real estate refused to give the 
county a lien o ntheir holdings, as is required in eases where 
applicants for relief own property.”’ 

In other words, the 1,150 county residents were gettmg 
$50,000 a month when the state handled relief, Instead, the 
eounty in July carried the former SRA case load at an outlay 
of $7,522.45. 

A cold analysis of figures is not enough. No doubt suffer- 
ime has been caused for some of the people getting SRA 
money and who were unable to qualify for county relief. Per- 
haps the reduction in the relief load has been too severe. 

Nevertheless, the reduction in numbers is startling enough 
te cause wonder why so many were getting SRA relief, 

A pick-up in employment is surely an important factor in 
the decline in the number of relief cases. Undoubtedly there 
would have been a reduction in the roils, even though the 
SRA stil] was operating, due to the improved economie con- 
ditions.
